MEASURE TO OBTAIN FREEDOM AFTER

POULTRY RUN. 
By “The uf-Bird.” 


Fhe Future Egg Suppry. 


From the many letters received ‘from 
discharged soldiers and others it. appears 
that the idea of poultry farming as a 
hort cut to the easy acctimulation of a 
ortune is far from extinct. This is to be 
regretted, as poultry farming, like any 
other’. commercial undertaking, can- 
not be successfully carried on unless 
backed up by suificient- capital, ana, 
above all, practical experience. When 
military hostilities cease poultry foods 
and equipments will for some con- 
siderable time handicap the poultry 
industry, owing to the shortage and 
inforlor qualities of the former and the 
expenaiveness of the latter, and even 
experienced farmers will be taxed in 
their endeavours to maintain their con- 
cerns on the right side of the Dalance- 
sheet. If the discharged goldier or civi- 
lian desires to take up poultry keeping, 
it should be with a view to supplement- 
ing the home supply of food in the way 
fa eggs, little experfenco being necessary 
or 


tions. The future egg supply of the 
country will for some con rable time 
be dependent upon the efforts of small 

ultry keepers, and the ranks of the 
atter should be swelled as much as pos- 
sible by the encoltiragement of local 
governing bodies and the-poultry press. 
The Coming Boom.
